Brother  Grand  Treasurer  :  It  has  ever  been  the  custom  of  the 
Craft,  upon  occasions  like  the  present,  to  deposit  within  a  cavity  in 
the  stone  phiced  at  the  north-east  corner  of  the  building-  certain 
memorials  of  the  period  at  which  it  was  erected,  so  that  if,  in  the

When  those  officers  descend  to  the  stone  and  arrange  them- 
selves around  it  in  th.e  following  order:  The  Grand  Mas'  t  at  the 
luist,  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  at  the  North,  the  Senior  Grand 
Warden  at  the  West,  and  the  Junior  Cirand  Warden  at  the  South. 

The  Grand  Master,  assisted  by  some  workmen  ready  for  the 
purpose,  will  spread  the  cement  upon  the  lower  stone  and  direct  the 
upper  one  to  be  lowered  to  its  place,  which  shall  be  done  with  a 
Lewis  and  suitable  tackle,  and  at  the  signal  given,  it  shall  be  lowered 
at  three  seperate  intervals,  the  grand  honors  being  given  by  all  the 
assembled  Brethren  at  each  separate  stoppage  of  the  stone.

The  Senior  Warden  applies  the  level  to  the  stone  and  replies  :  M.  W. — I  find  the 
stone  to  he  level  ;  the  craftsmen  have  performe<l  their  duty. 

(irand  Master — R.  W.  Junior  (Irand  Warden,  what  is  the  proper  jewel  of  your 
office  ? 

J.  G.  W.— The  plumb.  , 

G.  M. — Wiiat  are  its  moral  and  Masonic  uses  ? 

J.  (j.  W. — Morally  it  teaches  reciitude  of  conduct,  and  we  use  it  t<j  try  per- 
pendiculars. 

G.  M. — Apply  the  implement  of  your  office  to  the  stone  and  make  repoit  ? 

The  Junior  (band  Warden  will  apjily  the  plumb  to  the  stone  and  make  report: 
Most  Worshipful— I  find  the  stone  is  plumb  ;    the  craftsmen  have  jierformed   their   duty. 

The  Grand  Master  approaches  the  stone,  saying-  : 

The  craftsmen  having  faithfully  and  skilfully  performed  their  duty,  I  declare  this 
foundation  stone  to  be  well  formed,  true  pnd  trusty.  May  the  edifice  that  is  to  rest 
upon  it,  devoted  to  the  hitjh  and  holy  purposes  of  charity,  contribute  greatly  to  the 
moral  and  s|)irili!nl  welfare  of  those  who  shall  assemble  within  its  walls,  to  the  peace  and 
prosperity  of  the  community  at  large,  and  to  the  honor  of  Jehovah's  name 

At  this  juncture   the   G.    D.    C.   directs  the  Grand  Stewards  to 
hand  the  following  vessels  to  officers,  respectively  : 

Ciold  vessel  containing  corn  to  Deputy  Grand  Master. 
.Siher  vessel  containing  wine  to  .Senior  Grand  Warden. 
.Silver  vessel  containing  oil  to  Junior  Grand  Warden. 

The  Deputy  Grand   Master  will  go  forward   with  the   vessel  of 
corii  and  pour  it  upon  the  stone,  saying  : 

I  pour  this  corn  as  an  emblem  of  plenty.  May  the  blessing  of  Ixninteous  Heaven 
be  showered  upon  this,  and  upon  all  like  benevolent  undertakings,  and  inspire  all  our 
hearts  with  virtue,  wisdom  anil  gratiimie. 

Response  :     So  mote  it  be. 

The  Senior  Grand  Warden  will  then  go  forward  with   the  vessel 
of  wine  and  pour  it  upon  the  stone,  saying  :  . 
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I  pour  this  wine  as  an  emblem  of  joy  an<l  f^ladness.  May  the  great  Ruler  of  the 
iJniverse  bless  and  prosper  our  Dominion,  Provincial  and  Ciiy  Governments,  and  pre- 
serve the  British  Empire,  and  may  this  Home  tend  to  cement  the  ties  of  friendship  and 
brotherly  love. 

Response  :     So  mote  it  be. 

The  Junior  Grand  Warden  will  then  go  forward  with  the  vessel 
of  oil  and  pour  it  upon  the  stone,  saying  : 

I  pour  this  oil  as  an  emblem  of  peace.  May  the  blessint;  of  wliich  it  is  the  symbol 
abide  with  us  continually.  May  the  Orand  Master  of  heaven  an'l  earth  shelter  and 
'])rolect  the  \vid(j\v  and  orphan,  and  shield  them  amid  the  trials  and  vicissitudes  of  the 
world  ;  and  may  He  so  bestow  His  mercy  upon  the  bereaved,  the  afflicted  and  the 
sorrowing,  that  they  come  at  last  to  the  place  where  they  shall  know  sorrow  and  trouble 
no  more. 

The  Grand  Master  will  strike  the  stone  three  times  with  the 
gavel.  Standing  in  front  of  all,  his  hands  extended,  will  offer  the 
following  invocation  : — 

May  the  beneficent  Author  of  Nature   bless   the   peojjle  (jf  this   Province  with   an 

abundance  of  the  necessaries,  conveniences,  aud  comforts   of  life  ;  assist   i"    the  erection 

and  completion  of  this  building,  protect   the  workmen   agaiiiil  every  acco    'Ut,  jneserve 

the  structure  from  decay,  and  grant  to  us  all  a  sufficient  supply  of  the  com   of  nourish- 
ment, the  wine  of  refreshment,  and  the  oil  of  joy. 

Response  :     So  mote  it  l)e. 

The  Public  dand  Honors  are  then  to  be  gi\en. 

The  uiand  Master  will  then  deliver  the  Plans  and  Implements  of 
Architecture  to  the  Architect,  saying  :  — 

"  Brother  Principal  Architect : — Relying  upon  your  skill  in  nur  noble  art,  I  now 
confide  to  you  these  Implements  of  Operative  Masonry.  May  this  undertaking  be 
speedily  accomplished  ;  may  there  be  no  envy,  discord  or  confusion  among  the  workmen  ; 
and  may  you  perform  the  im]iortant  duties  with  which  you  have  been  charged;  not  only 
to  the  satisfaction  of  those  who  have  entrusted  you  with  their  fullilmenl,  but  in  such  a 
manner  as  shall  secure  the  ai)probation  u{  your  own  conscience,  and  redound  to  the 
honor  of  our  Ancient  ("raft." 

The  Grand  Master  and  his  officers  then  return  to  the  platform 
and  resume  their  seats. 

The  Grand  Master  then  addresses  the  assemblage  as  follows  :— 

Men  and  Brethren  here  assembled,  be  it  known  unto  you  that  we  be  lawful  Masons, 
true  and  faithful  to  the  laws  of  our  ccjuntry,  and  engaged  by  solemn  obligations  to  assiist 
in  the  erection  of  magnificent  buildings  to  be  serviceable  to  mankind,  and  to  fear  (Jod, 
the  Great  Architect  of  the  Universe.  We  have  among  us,  concealed  from  the  eyes  of  all 
men,  secrets  which  cannot  be  divulged,  and  which  have  never  yet  been  found  out,  but  they 
are  lawful  and  honorable,  and  not  repugnant  to  the  laws  of  (iod  or  man.  They  were 
ciitrusled  in  peace  and  honor  to  the  Freemasons  of  ancient  times,  and  having  been  faith- 
fully transmitted  to  us,  it  is  our  duty  to  convey  them,  unimpaired,  to  the  latest  posterity. 
Unless  our  craft  were  good  and  our  Calling  Honorable,  we  sliould  not  have  lasted  so 
many  centuries,  nor  should  we  have  been  honored  wr '^  the  patronage  of  so  many  illus- 
trious men  in  all  ages,  who  have  ever  shown  themselves  ready  to  ])romole  our  interests 
and  defend  us  from  all  adversaries.     We  have  assembled  here  'o  (lav,  in  the  presence  of 
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vou  all,  to  lay  the  corner  stone  of  a  building  which  we  pray  God  may  deserve  to  prosper, 
by  promoting  harmony  and  brotherly  love  throughout  the  world  till  time  shall  be  no  more. 

The  Bretliren  all  respond  :    So  mote  it  be. 

After  the  response,  the  Grand  Directc'  of  Ceremonies  requests 
the  brethren  (in  keeping  with  a  time-honored  custom)  to  pass  around 
the  stone  and  place  upon  it  their  offering.

(As  the  cost  of  fitting 
and  furnishing  the  new  building  will  greatly  exceed  the  amount  at 
the  disposal  of  the  committee,  a  generous  response  to  this  appeal  is 
earnestly  desired).
